ANGRY Serbian fans clashed 
with police during their own 
team’s training session. 

Supporters hurled abuse and 
a flare at officers after they de- 
tained a schoolboy who invaded 
the pitch during the kickabout 
ahead of Serbia’s opening Euro 
2024 group match against 
England on Sunday. 

The trouble started when 
more than 8,000 fans turned up 
to try and watch their heroes 
being put through their paces at 
the Rosenaustadion in Augsburg 
on Wednesday. 

Only 3,000 were allowed in - 
leaving 5,000 disgruntled fol- 
lowers locked out. 

When a boy tried to run on to 
the pitch police swooped, grab- 
bing him and leading him away. 

That triggered a chorus of 
angry boos from the spectators. 

A flare thrown towards the 
police landed on a running track 
just yards from the players. 

The crowd was ordered to 
leave and the training session 
soon ended. 

German police fear up to 500

trouble at the team’s clash with 
England in Gelsenkirchen. 

The match has been designat- 
ed “high risk” for trouble.

THE mother of a baby al- 
legedly attacked by killer 
nurse Lucy Letby told a 
court it was the “hardest 
decision” to switch off her 
daughter’s life support. 

Letby, 34, is accused of 
attempting to murder the 
“extremely premature” tot 
hours after her birth by dis- 
placing her breathing tube 
at the Countess of Chester 
Hospital’s neo-natal unit. 

The girl, known as Child 
K, was moved to the unit’s 
intensive care room before 
being transferred to a more 
specialist hospital, Manc- 
hester Crown Court was 
told. She died days later. 

In a witness statement, 
Child K’s mother said: “We 
made the decision togeth- 
er to switch off the ma- 
chines and let her go. 

“It was by far the hardest 
decision of my life.” 

The jury has been told 
Letby was last year convict- 
ed of the murders of seven 
babies and the attempt- 
ed murders of six oth- 
ers. Letby, of Heref- 
ord, denies one count 
of attempted murder.

Richard Rees, boss of dive 
firm Celtic Deep, said: “People 
are travelling from all over the 
country to come and do it.” 

The marine expert, based in 
Pembrokeshire, south Wales, 
warned sharks are not “harm- 
less puppy dogs” and must be 
“respected for what they are - 
apex predators of the ocean” 

A woman was bitten on the 
leg in 2022 during a blue shark 
dive off Penzance, Cornwall. 

But Gonzalo Araujo, from 
the Marine Research And 
Conservation Foundation, said: 
“Blue sharks feed on fish and 
squid mostly, so going after 
something big like a human is 
super-rare. It is unlikely to hap- 
pen again.” 

Blue sharks are one of 30 
species thought to be in British 
waters. They visit in the summer 
after swimming thousands of 
miles from the Caribbean.

Sir David Attenborough has been 
the soothing voice of the natural 
history world for decades. 

The veteran broadcaster has 
witnessed many extraordinary 
sights on land, in the sea and the air 
- but it's unlikely he will have ever 
seen a tribe of bigfoots urinating, 
lactating and defecating with wild 
delirium to mark their territory. 

Bodily fluids overflow in 
filmmaking brothers David and 
Nathan Zellner’s hypnotic hike 
through the mist-cloaked forests of 
North America in the company of a 


ragtag tribe of human-like creatures. 


Over the course of four seasons, 
captured by cinematographer Mike 
Gioulakis as if this were a 


documentary, a mated couple 
(Jesse Eisenberg, Riley Keough), an 
elder male (Nathan Zellner) and an 
energetic youngster (Christophe 
Zajac-Denek) contend with a 
predatory mountain lion, poisonous 
mushrooms and the ferocity of the 
elements. 

In amusing vignettes, one bigfoot 
gets high by sniffing a skunk’s fur 
while another creates an imaginary 
friend from his balled-up fist. 

Gentle laughs are frequently 
undercut by stunned silence. Death 
comes quickly and matter of factly. 

Exemplary full-body foam latex 
suits fashioned by creature and 
prosthetics designer Steve Newburn 
allow the cast to vanish beneath 
pungent pelts matted with every 
conceivable excretion. 

Answering the call of the wild is 
clearly exceedingly messy.

Conceived by screenwriter Michael Nilon during the 
pandemic, Arcadian is a post-apocalyptic survival thriller that 
imagines a deadly virus knocking humans off their pedestals, 
giving birth to gnarled, nocturnal beasts that hunt our 
ravaged species under a cloak of darkness. 

Director Benjamin Brewer's picture unfolds through the 
eyes of a stricken family rallying against the otherworldly 
predators from a fortified farmhouse stronghold. 

The claustrophobic set-up is eerily reminiscent of the 2017 
psychological horror It Comes At Night starring Joel 
Edgerton, and the climactic scenes in A Quiet Place. However, 
Brewer stages his slick set pieces with the volume turned up 
and suspense dialled down to tolerable. 

Creature design melds cartoonish and grotesque elements 
with staccato bursts of sound created when the beasts 
rapidly clack their jaws before they coalesce into a giant 
wheel and roll en masse after fugitive prey. A creepy 
centrepiece involving one digitally rendered interloper relies 
too heavily on crazy good fortune to withstand scrutiny. 

Nicolas Cage's performances are usually the craziest 
element on screen but in Arcadian, the Oscar winner is 
surprisingly understated as a father willing to sacrifice 
everything. He allows young co-stars Jaeden Martell and 
Maxwell Jenkins to shine, although the script lumbers them 
with occasionally clunky dialogue.

It 
wasn’t so much the nest itself 
that interested them, however, 
but what they found inside it — 
namely, scraps of ancient 


clothing, seemingly dating back 
centuries. Clothing worn not by 
Mr Rat himself, which would 
obviously have been even more 
interesting (“Hey, look over 
here, guys, I’ve found a teensy- 
weensy pair of ratty 
undercrackers!”), but by the 
awfully posh human ladies and 
gents who lived above the 
floorboards at the time. 

“He’s obviously a very choosy 
rat,” observes descendant Sir 
Henry Bedingfeld, the house’s 
current occupant. 

Despite being dirty, crumpled 
and approximately 500 years 
old, these fragments of material 
(you didn’t think I was 


describing Sir Henry there, did 
you?), could reveal all sorts. So 
they’re sent off to the National 
Trust’s textiles conservation 
team, in the hope that these 
specialists can find out more 
about their origin. 

If their tests prove successful 
(first, they have to clean the 
material with a tiny vacuum 
cleaner, then they have to put it 
in a sort of miniature steam 
room), the fabrics could reveal 
all kinds of fascinating stuff 
about life at Oxburgh half a 
millennium ago.

Waste not, want not.

seemed like a sensible option. 
An electric range adequate for 
most daily commutes, school 
runs and shopping trips yet equipped 
with a petrol engine for a holiday at 
the other side of the country. 

The caveat is you really need to be 
able to charge at home because 
plugging a PHEV into a public 
charging point is bad form and likely 
to enrage anyone who was wanting 
that point to charge their pure EV. Is 
an extra 25 miles of range worth a 
black eye? 

Many critics of PHEVs say they're a 
poor compromise because youre 
carting about the complexity and 
weight of two powerplants.

this one is a PHEV. We 
burned up its electric 
range pretty early on, not 
managing to achieve the 
official 35 mile range. Only 
to be expected as 10 
minutes after leaving 
home we were on a 
motorway and high speed driving 
drains the battery. 

Were testing the GSe model, the 
badging of which indicates in 
Vauxhall's new language a car that’s 
sporty but has electrification. Gone is 
the VXR tag that referred to its 
high-performance petrol models. 
Perhaps Vauxhall will one day make an 


electric sports car and call it a VXRe. 
To give the GSe its sporty identity, 
engineers have dropped the ride 
height by 10mm, the Koni shock 
absorbers have been modified, 18in 
black alloys fitted, the roof is black as 
standard and inside there is 
Alcantara upholstery and a leather 
steering wheel unique to this car. 
What is no different is Vauxhall's 
(and the Stellantis Groups) PHEV 
powertrain. Standard Astra Tourer 
PHEVs get a 180PS but in the GSe the 
1.6-litre four-cylinder petrol engine 
and 110PS electric motor produce a 
combined 225PS. Plenty good enough 
to give a top speed of 146mph, 84mph 


in electric mode and 0-62mph in 7.5 
seconds. More than adequate 
performance figures but they don't 
turn it into a sports car in sensible 
clothes. Yes, you can feel the suspen- 
sion and lower centre of gravity from 
the lower ride height but the GSe 
only feels a bit sharper than its more 
ordinary brothers in the range. 

Think of it as a car with more visual 
sporty character and you won't be 
disappointed. You might, however, 
not feel your £44,000 has not been 
particularly well spent. 

Inside, you get something called 
Pure Panel. It stretches from the 
A-pillar to the centre of the dash- 
board and looks rather smart. There 
are a good selection of buttons and 
knobs for heating, ventilation and 
other oft-used systems, plus a little 
rest for your thumb that helps when 
using the touchscreen on a bumpy 
road. The Alcantara and more sporty 
seats you get in the GSe add a touch 
of class. 

The Astra estate loses some 
luggage space because of the 12.kWh 
battery that lives under the floor, a 
common compromise in PHEVS, and 
holds 516 litres with the rear seats in 
place against the petrol car's 597 
litres. 

Many feel a PHEV is a good 
stepping point before committing to a 
fully electric powertrain and I 
wouldn't disagree. Whether Id spend 
£44k on the GSe is another question. 
Unless youre taken with the sporty 
additions, Id look at the £40,135 
GS-trimmed PHEV.

LUDVIG ABERG’S stunning 
rise shows no sign of slow- 
ing down as he fired him- 
self into contention to win a 
maiden Major title. 


The Ryder Cup star is four under 
par after the opening round ofthe US 
Open, just one behind early leader 
Patrick Cantlay. 

Before April’s Masters, Aberg had 
never participated in a Major, despite 
representing Europe in the win over 
Team USA last September. 

He secured a tie for second on his 
debut at Augusta, establishing him- 
self as one of the game’s big hitters. 

Aberg has soared to No.6 in the 
world and he lived up to the billing at 
Pinehurst No. 2. 

The secret to his success through 
the opening round of the US Open? 
Discipline.

The former Leipzig 
and Bayern Munich 
boss admitted that his 
players will be nervous 
when they try to silence 
the Tartan Army.

on Germany to see which 
team can become kings of 
the continent. 

And it’s time for all the talking to 
stop and a feast of football to begin. 

The 17th edition of the Euros will 
kick-off in Munich tonight when the 
host nation take on Scotland. 

It will be the third time the 
European Championship has been 
played on German soil and the first 
time games will be staged in the 
former East Germany, with Leipzig 
one of the 10 venues. 

Berlin’s magnificent 
Olympiastadion, with a 
capacity of 70,000, will stage 
the final on July 14. 

Group winners, 
runners-up and the best 
four third-placed teams all 
advance to the last 16 when 
the tournament enters the 
knockout phase. 

England have never won it but 
start as bookies’ favourites and are 
expected to cruise through Group C. 

With an abundance of attacking 
talent at his disposal, Gareth 
Southgate knows this will be his 
best chance yet to end England’s 
long wait for another major trophy. 

But can the Three Lions get over 
that final hurdle, having gone close 
in their last three major 
tournaments?

Ronaldo, who has now amassed 
an astonishing 207 caps, will look to 
add a second title to his glittering CV, 
having won Euro 2016 in France. 

Kevin De Bruyne, meanwhile, will 
celebrate his 33rd birthday during a 
tournament he has never had the 
privilege of winning. 

Like England, De Bruyne has 
knocked on the door at international 
tournaments but never managed to 
help Belgium blow one down. 

Fellow greats Luka Modric and 
Robert Lewandowski will also grace 
the big stage for the final time. 

And could Germany midfielder 
Toni Kroos produce a fairy-tale 
ending to his own glorious career 
by leading the hosts to a dream 
triumph?

rise again and forget 
their recent woes 


THE parallels with Steven Gerrard 
are striking and the acclaim for 
his distinguished career is 
reserved for those whose 
contribution is at elite level. 

But for Thomas Muller, much like Gerrard 
before him, nothing is better than home. It is 
the beat of his heart. 

So with Germany not only hosting the 
tournament but basing themselves in Bavaria, 
he could hardly feel more thrilled, or at ease. 

“Everyone’s starting to get excited, not just 
me,’ said Muller of the national fervour ahead 
of his fourth, and presumably last, Euros. 

“The whole team is looking forward to the 
challenge and finally getting things started. 

“People have been talking a lot about the 
tournament since Christmas and we’ve also 
started thinking about it more and more. 

“We're happy that people are starting to 
come together now that it’s close to starting.” 

Born in the town of Weilheim in 
Oberbayern, some 30 miles from Munich, 
Muller is set to begin his 17th consecutive 
season with Bayern after the tournament. 

Gerrard was born within 10 miles of 
Liverpool, where he played for 17 seasons. 

Muller, 34, has 707 games in the bank for 
his local team. Gerrard played 710 for 
Liverpool. 

Muller has donned his nation’s shirt 129 
times. Gerrard had the Three Lions on his 
chest 114 times during his playing career. 

They even had one famous meeting at the 
2010 World Cup in Bloemfontein, where 
England were denied Frank Lampard’s 
clear goal before Muller scored twice in 
three minutes in a 4-1 win in the last 16. 

That was Muller's first year of international 
football. In the next few weeks he should pass 
Lukas Podolski - also a scorer in 
Bloemfontein - into third place on Germany’s 
all-time appearances list behind only Lothar 
Matthaus and Miroslav Klose. And that is 
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despite being denied plenty more caps in 
2019 and 2020 when coach Joachim Low 
refused to select him. 

As he approaches the back end of his career 
with 12 Bundesliga titles, six German Cups, 
two Champions Leagues and a World Cup 
medal, nothing has dimmed his enthusiasm 
for playing for his country - and he thinks 
anticipation is rapidly rising in the nation. 

“It’s normal to see people going about their 
business wearing Germany kits here,” he said. 
“T used to be one of them. 

“I hope the fans use the Euros as an 
opportunity to feel as happy as possible. If 
the national team contribute towards that 
in any way, people should get behind us and 
show their gratitude as much as possible. 

“We want to put in performances that even 
our biggest critics can’t help but applaud.” 

That, indeed, has been an issue as 
Germany ready themselves for the Euros. 

German fans are accustomed to arriving at 
tournaments as one of the favourites, so recent 
events - a 4-1 home loss against Japan and the 
firing of manager Hansi Flick - had a nation 
concerned that they would be also-rans until 
impressive wins over Holland and France in 
March made many believers again. 

“We've got to believe in our ability to beat 
the big teams,” added Muller as he looked 
forward to launching the tournament against 
Scotland tonight. 

“You can’t deny that we have players who 
are operating at a world-class level. We 
shouldn’t hide but, at the same time, we can’t 
expect everything to land in our laps. 

“It’s about more than scoring a nice goal. 
It’s all about going the extra mile, about 
helping your team-mates out. 

“That doesn’t mean every player out there 
on the pitch has to be friends. It means 
everyone has to know what it takes to win as a 
team. You have to be bold but stay humble.’
